You can imagine what 
it must have been like with 
Johnny dropping his penny 
while six other kids hollered 
for change — and little Mary 
weeping because she lost the 
dime from her handkerchief.

There something fascinating 
about an open fire hydrant, 
with the water gushing out like 
crazy. Wonder what it is? Is it 
related, in some subtle way, to 
a fire alarm box? Psychologists 
tell us not to worry if we feel 
the impulse to break that lit¬ 
tle window, or pull the lever, 
to bring the engines racing. 
Baby always wants to touch 
what baby mustn't touch. But 
what goes with fire hydrants? 

The one at the northeast cor¬ 
ner of Sierra Madre boulevard 
and Baldwin was spouting off 
last Friday and, sure enough, 
all the youngsters in the vi¬ 
cinity gathered around. One 
little girl was wading in the 
cool stream, apparently bare¬ 
foot, and we envied her—until 
she stepped back to the curb. 
She was still wearing her shoes 
and sox! 

The biggest boy in the crowd, 
naturally, had to put his hands 
over the spouting hydrant—to 
see if he could stop the water.

TELEPHONE 
NUMBERS TO 
BE CHANGED 

The use of new telephone 
equipment to handle the in¬ 
creased demands for communi¬ 
cation within this vicinity Is 
one of the reasons why many 
Sierra Madreans will lyivo new 
telephone numbers, beginning 
midnight Nov. 29. According to 
Ralph Dutro, district manager 
in Sierra Madre and Monrovia 
for the California Water and 
Telephone Company, the first 
time that subscribers will use 
their new numbers will be ihe 
morning of Nov. 30. 

Subscribers will be informed 
in advance as to what their 
new numbers will be, and the 
numbers will be attached to 
their telephones. Anyone trying 
to reach an old number will be 
interrupted on the line by a re¬ 
cording that will inform the 
caller of the change, locally. In 
the case of out-of-town calls, 
the operator will break in to 
give the correct number. 

Another reason for the change 
is that the telephone company 
is installing a system of auto¬ 
matic toll dialing that will 
eliminate the need of operators 
keeping accounts of the out-of- 
town calls. This means that, 
about a year from now, anyone 
in Sierra Madre may dial num¬ 
bers to practically anywhere in 
the Los Angeles metropolitan 
area. 

Not all numbers in Sierra 
Madre will be changed — only 
those beginning CU. 5-4, CU.

There were more merchants 
at the meeting than had at¬ 
tended in a long time, accord¬ 
ing to Bob Green, chairman of 
the day for the special Kiwanis 
occasion. Although no vote was 
taken to discover how many 
agreed with Mr. Pratt, every¬ 
body listened. When he fin¬ 
ished he had a full round of 
applause. 

Pratt began by saying that 
Sierra Madre, from a business 
point of view, showed up sur¬ 
prisingly well in contrast to 
what many had expected. His 
statements were based on the 
results of a "Community Shop¬ 
ping Survey,” conducted Sept. 
30 and Oct. 1 by a group of 
recognized authorities in the 
merchandising field. The men 
were obtained from advertising 
agencies, wholesale houses, de¬ 
partment stores, and research 
organizations — at no cost to 
anyone in Sierra Madre. All of 
the “surveyors,” obtained 
through the free services of 
Chambers of Commerce in vari¬ 
ous localities, were from out¬ 
side Sierra Madre and therefore 
without local prejudice. 

These men, some of them 
from organizations known na¬ 
tion-wide, made a thorough in¬ 
spection of downtown Sierra 
Madre, searching for clues, 
good or bad, that would con¬ 
tribute to an accurate, unbiased 
result in their reports on local 
business conditions. Walking 
into Sierra Madre stores, with¬ 
out warnings beforehand, these 
men judgpd on a basis in which 
100% represented an acceptable 
score under today’s modern 
merchandising methods. Their 
first impressions were as fol¬ 
lows: 

Sierra Madre stores are 97% 
within par of average day 
prices. This is exceptional for 
communities the size of Sierra 
Madre. 

Merchandise (quality, selec¬ 
tion, etcetera) wa* judged 100% 
par. This is rare for any com¬ 
munity and should be consid¬ 
ered a pat on the back for local 
merchants collectively. 

Housekeeping—which means 
cleanliness and orderliness — 
was rated 80%>. Store fronts 
were tabbed 90.% But here 
comes room for big improve¬ 
ment—“interior lighting” sank 
to a low of 40%. As Pratt point¬ 
ed out, in many Sierra Madre 
stores customers can hardly 
find the goods they are looking 
for—compared to lighting dis¬ 
plays in stores located in com¬ 
petitive cities. 

Classifications such as ’’Store 
Identifications,” “Salesman¬ 
ship,” “Merchandise Display,” 
and “Customer Appeal’ received 
a favorable estimate — all of 
them above 80%. 

“Utilization of Potentialities” 
was not too good—65%. It was 
at this point that Pratt warned 
citizens and merchants alike 
that they should awaken to the 
communities that were develop¬ 
ing around them. He pointed 


out that a community could 
keep alive only to the point 
where its citizens and mer¬ 
chants promoted for the good 
of said community. It was here 
that he suggested that the 
town do more for its children, 
whether it came to the organ¬ 
izing of baseball leagues or 
free Saturday matiness at the 
movies. 

In illustration, he mentioned 
that San Gabriel had prospered 
until a condition of lethargy 
existing within the “satisfied” 
merchants sent business out¬ 
side the town. Once awakening 
to this fact, the town made suf¬ 
ficient effort to recuperate. 
Through coordinations by its 
Chamber of Commerce and co¬ 
operation of merchants as well 
as average citizens, San Gab¬ 
riel has been applauded na¬ 
tionally for its 33 Va % gains In 
business and progressive im¬ 
provements. 

Pratt suggested that the same 
could be done in Sierra Madre, 
with the cooperation of all con¬ 
cerned, but he was cautious in 
stating that this information 
came to Sierra Madreans free 
of charge — that he was not 
looking for a job, especially 
considering the many activities 
in which he is now engaged. 

He highlighted many inter¬ 
esting facts. The population in 
Sierra Madre in 1940, he said, 
was 4581. In 1950 it was 7273, 
according to his figures, repre¬ 
senting an increase of 58.8% in 
ten years. 

Among other listings, Pratt 
said that the “buying power” 
in Sierra Madre amounted to 
$12,583,630 in 1950. 

When it came to newspaper 
readers, Pratt announced that 
the Sierra Madre NEWS reached 
86.2% of the families within Its 
vicinity. 

After saying many nice 
things about Sierra Madre, 
Pratt called the town "apathe¬ 
tic.” He said that Sierra Madre 
was the only town of 5000 pop¬ 
ulation, or over, in California 
that does not have a Chamber 
of Commerce. Pointing out that 
he had been a resident of Si¬ 
erra Madre since he was five 
weeks old, Pratt suggested that 
there were too many people in 
town who had too little pride 
in the community. He claimed 
that public awareness, enliv¬ 
ened by a newly organized 
Chamber of Commerce, might 
lift the local conscience to a 
degree whereby the community 
might protect itself against be¬ 
ing by-passed by newer de¬ 
velopments around it. He said 
that he spoke as a long-time 
resident of Sierra Madre who 
wanted to see his home town 
adjusting to circumstances that 
it would have to cope with 
eventually, whether it wanted 
to or not. 

The meeting was turned over 
to Mr. Pratt by Hugh Warden, 
president of Sierra Madre Ki-
